forth much Fruit, This is the Circumciſſon of the 
natural World,\ where every new Stage of Life 
is opened inwardly by a Death, a Rending of 
the earthly Priſon and Coverings infolding the la- 
tent Seed, and where every Proceſs to a Life is 
burſting and breaking -open the Bars and- Doors 
of its cloſe Confinement ; ana every Springing 
up and awakened Stirring -of Vegetation 1s a 
ceaſing to be what it was before, is a dying 
to one, and riſing and entering upon another 
Mode of Life, where the firſt is eat up and 
ſwallowed into the Superior, which riſes in it 
and over it, ſubduing it into itſelf.

phyſical working by the Fire, the Light and 
Spirit of the World without us, we have, as 
it ſeems to be the Deſign of our Lord in this 
Paſſage, to open the Types of Nature for our 
Alphabet, a firſt Maſter to lead us up to Hea- 
venly Things; we have, I ſay, a Figure of the 
working of higher Powers, and a more divine 
Vegetation of a Seed of Life and Intelligence un- 
der the united Operation of the Father, Word, 
and holy Spirit, in their threefold Life, in the 
deepeſt Centre, the immortal Root of every in- 
tellectual Spirit, which is a Seed of God. 

Now this Feaſt in the Seventh Month, ty- 
pifies inwardly Chadaſb, that is, the renewing

guage uſed by God and his Prophets, ſig- 
nifies the Fubilee, the great Trumpet of God, 

we find ihirty Trumpets ſounded within every 
Month of that typical Priefthood and Temple. 
If we multiply the Days of Six Months, they 
make 180; and ſo many Trumpets of Salva- 
tion ſounded at offering up the typical Lamb 
within the Space of ſix Months to the firſt Day 
of the ſeventh.

of Divinity: the new Song, - faith he, of the 
ANGELIC Choir, which is the Joy that ariſeth 
from the NEW NATURE, or the DIVINE 
NATURE ſuperadded to the ANIMAL NA- 
TURE, and is the fame in MEN and AN- 
GELS, I mean REGENERATE Men, who 
thereby are made Partakers of the DIVINE 
N ATURE, as well as the ANGELS; none 
could learn this Song, that is, none could know 
what belongs to the Joys of the new Birth, or 
divine Life, which raiſed in us that State of 
Righteouſneſs, and Peace, and Joy in the Holy 
Ghoſt, but the Hundred forty four thouſand re- 
deemed from the Earth, that is, from the earthly 
Senſe and Wiſdom chat ſavours only the Things 
of this World and of Fleſh. Now this is the 
divine Song, with the Workmanſhip of the 
Tabrets and Pipes, the Trumpets and | Harps, 
— che evangelical Prieſts and Levites know.

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to be 2 created in them, whoſe b Botels ſound like 
an Harp, as the Water of Life ſpringeth up 
within their Bellies : they rejoice in the Death 
and Crucifixion of the od Man, who is corrupt 
in his Affections; they caſt out the Idols of 
Wealth, worldly Pleaſure and Honour, to which 
the Will, the ſtrong Deſire of the whoriſh Wo- 
man, our Fleſb adheres by Nature with all the 
Force of the firſt Apoſtacy, and can only be 
ſubdued by the holy Spirit married to our pe- 
riſhed Life, by coming into us in the Schechinah, 
the /piritual Body of the glorified ſecond Adam. 
Herein the regenerate experience the Birth, 
Life, Death, Reſurrection and Aſcenſion of the 
heavenly Nature, according to the State and Pro-. 
ceſs they may ſtand in, where ſome are gone 
through much inward Tribulation, Anguiſh and 
Dying, and are riſen as St. Paul ſpeaks, again 
with Chriſt, and are ſitting in heavenly Places to- 
gether with him, A RH the new Wine of the 
Kingdom, and the . Bread of Life, which flows 
out of that State called by the Prophets, the 
Wine-Fat and Preſs, and © treading the Daughter. 
of Judah as in a Wine-Preſs; and in the d Re- 
velation, the Wine-Pre/s of the Wrath of God, 


out of which Blood cometh forth in ſo great Abun-, 


dance. All this repreſents our Lord Jeſus, bruiz- 
ing, preſſing, anguiſhing, and breaking our Fleſh 
and Bones, to ſeparate the Good from the Evil- 
Tree and Mixture, all the ſirange Blood that 
muſt be poured out, and all the divine Blood, 
which muſt be taken from out the Earth, the 
earthly Body, which ſhe has drank. and buried. 
In this Senſe the Prophet ſpeaks, the e Earth

Power of his ſpiritual Body all that is dead and 
aſleep in our Bodies, and unite it to bis own 
boly Blood and Fire. This firſt part of Chriſt's 
ſacerdotal Office is as John the Baptiſt's Miniſtra- 
tion, terrible to Fleſh and Blood, rending and 
tearing, afflicting and caſting down; and it is 
called by St. Paul, © knowing the Fellowſhip of his 
SUFFERINGS, being made conformable unto 
his DEATH, that he might attain the Reſur- 
refion of the DEAD, which follows the Death 
of or with Chriſt in us: d bearing about in the 
BODY 7zhbe DYING of our Lord Feſus, that the 
LIFE alfo of JESUS, might be made manifeſt in 
our Body; to e fill up that which is behind, of the 
AFFLICTIONS of Chi in My FLESH. 
The rifing again, and aſcending, and fitting with 
Chrift, which this Apoſtle mentions, follow the 
dying crucified State, and is the Earneſt and

quickened by the Incubation of that one arche- 
typal Spirit of God, who enlivens many ſuch

ng with its broad Wings over the Seeds of the 
Earth and Waters.

Space of one Month. Hence every Month of 
that figurative Miniſtration, by the double Reck- 
oning, contains one thouſand Years, and in the 
Revolution of ſix Months, amounts to ſix thou- 
ſand Years, which correſponds again with the 
myſtic Senſe, that the Jews from their ancient 
Prophets and their Sons had fixed upon the fix 
Days of the Week, reckoning a thouſand Years 
for one Day. On this Ground, Ezekiel (whom 
the Hebrews confeſs to be fulleſt of the myſti- 
cal prophetical Senſe). joins the Sabbath and the 
new Month together, becauſe they ſignify the 
ſame, both in the great Bleſſing, and in the 
Time of its Manifeſtation : Thus a /aith the 
LORD GOD; the GATE of the inner Court 
that /ooketh towards the EAST, ſball be fbut the 
SIX WORKING ' DAYS : but on the SAB- 


BATH it ſhall be opened, and in the DAY of 
the NEW MOON it ſball be opened. This Time 


is nearly full, and will come, when it ſhall be 
leaſt expected and believed, as all very great an- 
tecedent Manifeſtations of God have done. 

They who underſtand the Giving of the 


Law at Mount Sinai, to be the Reaſon of this 
Feſtival, do not well conſider the Nature of that 


Manifeſtation. It is true indeed, that God the 
Son, went up with a Jubilee (Therugnah) and 


with the Sound of a Trumpet, as the holy 
Pſalmiſt ſaw into the Myſtery of that Trant- 


action, in Pſ. xlvii. 26. The Appearance of 
the WORD of the Father: was at that Mount,

only View, according to what may be called 
the Letter, the firſt obvious conſideration of that 
Event. The Throne of God and the Glory, even 
the a GREAT FIRE were in the outer View, 
according to the Mratb of the Law againſt 
Fleſh, yet in the inner Senſe and under a Veil, 
it was the Power and Love of God; ſo it 
muſt appear to ſuch, who conſider the Nature 
of Fire in the Kingdom of Heaven, where it 
works as the Salt, the Preſerver and higheſt 
Life in every ſubordinate Element, and 2dly, 
how it muſt act in a State of fallen Nature, to 
bring it back into Fluidity, Tranſparency, and 
an univerſal Releaſe and Redemption from the 
Bands of hard, thick, and heavy Compaction, or 
| Coagulation. It muſt work as a Wrath, a Con- 
ſumer in Smoke, and a tearing, opening, cleav- 
ing aſunder Rocks, Metals, and a thouſand 
other Things, as the Fire of the Altar did on 
the Hood, and on the Sacrifice, which by con- 
ſuming what was to be deſtroyed, in the End 
ſwallowed them up into the Strength and Glory 
of the iranſmuting Element, and they became one 
with their Conqueror. Now the Son is the one 
Mord of b God, who ſpeaks forth living Words, 
as in the ancient Philoſophy, Ache, Words, 
were called Spirits, living Powers, hence in the 
Hebrew Tongue, Words ſignify Things, and 
by Voice and Voices, they underſtand the ſeven 
Emanations, or ſo many generated living Pow- 
ers, from the three ſuperior Generators, the 
Triad of the Kether, Cockmah, and Binah, fo 
continually uſed by their << Cabalifts. They

The Clouds of Heaven, in which the Lord is 
repreſented coming by St. John, are the an- 
gelical Glories of his own! Nature, the new 
Heavens and new Earth, which he creates 
within his People now, even now; as the Pro- 
phet ſpeaks of the Revelation, the b Time 4 
at Hand. By Clouds of Heaven, the Jews un- 
derſtand as c R. Saadias Gaon writes upon Dan. 
vii. 13, the Angels and Hoſts of Heaven; and 
theſe Words mean the Kings or Angels, divine 
Powers out of his 4 Thigh, wwhereon © his Name is 
written, King ef Kin gs, and Lord of Lords. The 
Throne of bis Cad is repreſented in this Pro- 

phet, Rev. iv. 5. in a Majeſty terrible to the 
natural Man, yet every Circumſtance is a great 
Bleſſing, for out of the Throne. proceeded Ligł- 
tenings and Thunderings and Voices: and there 
were JE 5 N 5 Fire gs ht the 7.

Is the 2 Time 
near at Hand then, and is every one bleſſed, who 
readeth this Prophecy, and they that hear the 
Words, and keep thoſe Things which are writ- 
ten, if it be only to be underſtood of outward 
and very diſtant Events in the Kingdoms of 
the World, and not of inward and imme- 
diate Events in the Kingdom of Chriſt within, 
where b he comes quickly?

rubim obſerves from the Margin of the - Engliſs 
Bible, thouſands of doubling, or double ones. 
The Word Sbinan, which he thinks to be only

If it be aſked, why 
this ſhould be a greater Perfection, I can only 
anſwer, that God ſo deſcribes his own Image 
and Likeneſs in the firſt Adam, and he only can 
tell us, what his true image is: here I bring 
every Thought and a Imagination unto the Obe- 
dience of Chriſt my divine Teacher, who know- 
eth what his Father is; and this Truth is the 
conſtant Doctrine of the Jews from the Writings 
of Moſes, and their antient Knowledge of the 
Chernbim, which will guard me in ſome man; 
ner from the Reproach of novel Opinions, for 
mine have greater Antiquity and Authenticity, 
than any now extant in the Chriftian Church. 
They, who ſpeak ' againſt the Neceſſity of 
good Works, are in the very Depths of Satan, 
and given up to believe a Lye. Such an un- 
clean Spirit like a Frog is come out of the 
Mouth of the n, and the Beaſt and of the 
falſe Prophet in the Antinomian Tenets reviv- 
ing, which throw down one half of the Goſpel, 
to fupport the other. Good Fruits are juſt as 
natural to thoſe, who have the Spirit of Truth 
and of Promiſe in them, as for a dead Tree, 
When it is quickned again fo bring forth as 
at firſt. It is not a Toil and Labour, nor any 
Pain or Difficulty for ſuch as are in Chriſt, to 
ze ſuch Works as their Head in Hea- 
ven delights in; but it is juſt as naturally their 


the Light and Air have their Work by the na- 
- tural Activity of their Eſſence, and the very 
Form of their Being. There is indeed a Diffe- 
rence in their Fertility, as our Lord obſerves — |

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the 2 good Seed caſt into good Ground, where it

_ ſome ſixty, ſome thirty. This Diverſity ariſes 
from the ten, five or two Talents, and many 
other Circumſtances, as well as the various De- 
grees of Growth in the Spirit or ſpiritual Man, 
at different Times and Stages of the Stature of 
Chriſt in our Souls. In this Point let every 
one examine well themſelves, whether the new 
Moons have had their Appearance in their 
Hearts, and the Sabbath of the new Creation 
in Chriſt has begun to riſe and ſpring forth in 
them. For without theſe heavenly Powers as 
ſelf-felt and made known by their oyn Life 
in us, as much as the Powers of the outward 
Light, Air and Waters, are perceived, known and 
experienced; without theſe diyine Gifts opened 
as a new Birth into our dead Free, we are only 
under the Law of Types, or in an hiſtorical Be- 
lief of the written Word; and though we fay, 
wo b are Jews, we ſhall be found of the Synagogue 
of Satan. For none can be Jews of the evan- 
_ gelical Circumeifion, but where Fleſh in its At- 
fractions and Senſibilities, in its Defires after 
falſe Pleaſures, and Affections to the Earth, the 
ourſed Earth of our depraved Bodies, is daily kill- 
ing, crucifying, and dying by the inviſible 
Knife of our High-Prieft, even his Sword of Fi, 
hing the inner Parts, to drive out the falſe- 
Mixture of Adams Tranſgreſion.

. N O ye who . be Jews of

Bleſſed are they, who have Faith to bear the 
ſearching of his Eyes, which are as a b Flame of 
Fire, and the two-edged Sword, running as c 
Coals of Fire, and Lamps going up and to 
raiſe the dead Cherubim of Adam's twofold Image, 
like Flaſhes of Lightening.

Upon this Ground the ſeven Seals, Trumpets, 
Wo 3 and Vials in this Prophecy muſt be 
underſtood in the Spirit of the Letter, as the 
wonderful Means of Divine Mercy, to deſtroy 
Balylen, the great City, in the inner Senſe the 
whole Angelical World of Lucifer fallen into this 
preſent State, and Adam's Powers in the Garden 
of the Eaſt, brought under Death by his Sin. 
The ſix Months, which preceded the ſeventh, 
the Fulneſs and Reſt of God, muſt be regarded

- Firſt we will examine the ſeven Grounds of 
it, which a Meyer produces from Abarbenel, on 
Lev. xxiii. 24: and all that is now brought by

I. It ſhews, he ſays, that Liberty, which is the 
End of ſounding the Trumpet in the Near of Ju- 
bilee, by which Liberty was proclaimed to all 
the Inhabitants of the Land. Is then the ſeventh 
Month equal to the Year of Jubilee at the End 
of ſeven ſeven Years? and if it be fo, why was 
it not honoured with the ſame Privileges? The 
Law is Ffilent touching the End and Deſign of 
this Feſtival. I make no Doubt, but that the 
firſt Jubilee contained in the fifty Days, the Weeks 
of Days, is ſhadowed out by this ſeventh Month; 
and that from ſome broken and maimed Tra- 
dition of ancient Prophecying, this Author repre- 
ſents the Trumpets in the ſame View. Yet till 
they believe in Jeſus of Nazareth, the Son of 
Elohim Jehovah, they cannot open the Seals of 
their Prophets, but can only give us the Remains 
of the ancient Seers of Jrael, much mixed and 
debaſed with later Interpretations. _ 
2. The ſounding of the Trumpet taught the 
Reign of the King, as in the anointing of So- 
lemon, they b ſhouted with Trumpets, faying, 
Let Solomon, the King live, as if on this Day 
they had ſaid, the Lord is our, King, he ſhall 
fave us; ſave us now O King. Now if it taught 
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the Reign of the King, is Solomon according to 
the Letter, that King, whoſe Glory and Great- 
neſs was almoſt as ſhort-lived as the Flower of 
the Field? or ſhall he ſave them, who died- like 
the meaneſt of his People? If it be a Bleſſing 
paſt and gone, they have no more to expect 
from the Law in this Part of it. It has been 
fulfilled, and the Promiſe of God is at an End 
in that Point. Thus they will fruſtrate the 
whole Law as a Type of Things to come, rather 
than the Goſpel of Jeſus Chriſt ſhould be regarded 

as the Spirit of their Law and Prophets.

Let us imagine, that a Congregation of Chriſti- 
ans received the myſtic Divinity for their Syſtem, 
(as others do that of Luther and Calvin) and eat 
Bread and drank Wine as theſe latter do: Muft 
it therefore be concluded, that they underſtood 
or interpreted theſe Rites like them ? The Church 
of God among the Jews were taught by the 
Prophets; and the Cabala, that is, the ſpiritual 
Senſe began in Moſes and the ſeventy, who had 
his prophetical Spirit given to them; they were 
inſtructed to underſtand that wonderful CEcono- 
my in an inner Senſe with regard to the Me. 
fab, and to themſelves as Childten of God 
through him. Yet the Number of Liars, falſe 
Tongues and Lips complained of by the true 
Meſſengers gave out a low literal Interpretation, 
or rather no Interpretation, but a Confidence in 
the mere Letter. Did then the true Prophets 
and their few Hearers borrow from, or imitate 
the Leaders of popular Religion, who had their 
Multitudes drinking in their Lies and Deluſions, 
which might have, among ſo many n 
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the Advantage of good Voices, Action, and 
other ſtudied and artificial Snares to vulgar 
Minds. Upon the ſame Ground, which is all 


that Spencer's whele Building ſtands upon, the Si- 


milarity in a few, or even in all Points of exter- 
nal Ceremonies among the Nations is no more 
a Proof that the Jews borrowed from them, or 
that God indulged their weak Minds with ſuch 
Inſtitutions to prevent their Relapſe into Idola- 
try, than the Likeneſs of any Rite among the 
Latin and Greek Communities, the Lutheran or 
Calviniſt Societies are a Proof, that they had bor- 
rowed from each other. The Preſumption in 
this Caſe is, that they flowed from one Fountain 
at firſt, which was corrupted in its Stream through 
various Kingdoms; mixed and confounded b 
Time and corrupt Paſſions. As this Writer 
frequently allows the Devil to be the Ape of 
God, this is the proper Foundation to examine 
the End and Deſign of the Patriarchal and Ma- 
faic Rites, and thoſe of the Gentiles, collateral 
Branches from the Patriarchal Families. For 
the Gentiles were not prior in Time, ſince Noab 


and his Family were before the fir ft: Babel on Re-

ver us out of a corrupt Nature, by giving a new 


one, is only ſuited to our preſent State, and how 
@ new Nature ſhould be given unleſs it wee

be to imagine an Animal to be an Animal, and 
a Man a Man, an Angel an Angel, without hav- 
ing the Principle of Liſe within, which divides 
and ſpecifies one Nature from another.

Now ſuch Perſons, who can ſee no elevated,

Paith. It would more become them to confeſs 
their Ignorance, and believe that greater Things 
are ſignified by Divine Wiſdom; which in due 
Time might be witneſſed to, and bring forth 
Light and Glory to the dark, intricate, and 
ſeemingly contradiftory Parts of the Goſpel ac- 
cording to every Syſtem of national Churches, 
that the Ford of Life has been reduced unto. ' 
This Moderation they never had, but puffed up 
'with Science, falſely ſo called, having derided 
and mocked all the true Repreſentation of the 
| Goſpel, which the fews Babes have had, and only 
will have revealed in them. No Man can fill up 
thoſe ſeveral Characters which St. Paul mentions of 
b Apoſtles, Prophets, Teachers and Paſtors ; for there 
are different Gifts of the Spirit to each one, yet Perſons 
ho get into the Church and Kingdom of the Spirit, 
as Heads in it by external, artificial and mere

Term and Senſe too) an infinite Wrath in 
God, the Father of all Gods, inſtead of a 
bleſſed Water and Blood to cover our Spirits, 


which have loſt the divine ſpiritual Body, ſuch as 
which Angels have from their Mater and Blood 
never mixed with the lower Elements ; by which 
they exiſt in the vile and invi/ible Fires of 
God's Faces. Hence ariſe the falſe Opinions of 
Atonement, which deceive the People, while it 
is regarded as ſuperſtitious or idle by the E- 
nemies of the Goſpel. Hence it is fo difficult 
to perſuade the Chriſtians, that our Nature in 
Fleſh and Blood is the Beaſt and bore, ſince 
we are got into a new State, into a Corporiety 


like 
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like unto the Beaſts of the Field, in Growth, 
Life, Feeling, Appetite, and in every Work- 
ing ſuch as their animal Nature is; which State 
is our Nakedneſs, Servitude, Shame and Mi- 
ſery ; where the four living Creatures the Che- 
rulim are ſhut up in us faſt aſleep, till the Lamb 
of Ged touches them, and quickens theſe 
mighty Powers of Gad, to a Beginning of a 
new Life, and a Senſe of the wonderful Na- 
ture we once poſſeſſed in Adam, though our 
Cherubical Eyes are locked up in this beſtial 
Fleſh of the Fall, and would remain as Fire 
hid in a Flint, unleſs the Lord Feſus Chriſt 
breathed on them by his _quickening Breath, 
and touched them by his Water coming down 
in Pillars of Fire, by which we know,' that 
we have ſuch Glories in us, though in a man- 
ner dead. : 

Such a Miſtake or Repreſentatian is very dan- 
gerous : and however Men, whither proud Pha- 
riſees or Stoics, through the ſame Ignorance of 
the great Lapſe, are always thruſting out one 
Half of the Goſpel to ſupport the other, de- 
ſtroying the Myſteries of the Kingdom, to en- 
force the moral Part; they ought to know, 
that no Man born under Sin can any further 
live the divine Sermon on the Mount, than as 
the new and holy Body of Glory riſes up in him, 
and fights againſt the inner Chains and plea/- 
ing Bondage unto Fleſh and Blood; for though 
the ira/cible Paſſions are mere Stings and Tor- 
ments, which any Man may feel as well as 
moral Philoſophers, as well as Shafteſbury or 
Hutcheſon, yet the concwpiſcible Affections are all 


full of Sweetneſs and ſtrong Sorcery. Hence 
the ſpiritual Vebicle is much wanted to give 
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Man a Taſte of theſe divine Feelings and Senſes, 
which his Lord enjoys in the Body of his Glo- 
ry: for he can no more know this Life with- 
out Union or Touch of the ſpiritual Nature of 
Chrift, than he could know what Life and Feel- 
ings can be wrought up in the Feb and Blood 
of theſe mortal Bodies, till he has been placed 
in Union with ſuch a Body. This is equally true 
in heavenly. Things : and it is by as real an 
Union and Conta with the all. covering glorious 
| Body of Jeſus, and the River of Liſe and the 
| Blood of the Holigſt coming forth out of it, that 
his People know the Sweetneſs and Foys, as well 
as its Power to kill the Blood. of the Fall, in de- 
ſtroying the ſtrong Affections to the Pleaſures 
of it, by ſtrengthening the Deſires after the 
Life and Feeling, and every Senſe of the /pire- 
tual Body, for each has the ſame Gates of Senſe, 
even to the Rezns, as the Scripture teſtifies. Per- 
haps. it will be demanded, why ſo much is ſaid 
of the new ſpiritual Body, as if Matter however 
ine and ſubtle had any Life or a#ive Power: 
To this I reply, for what Cauſe does the Goſ- 
pel ſpeak ſo much concerning the glorious 
of our Lord, and of the Body of the Reſurrec- 
tion, as the moſt immediate Subject of Revelation? 
Let us aſk how is it, that his Body of Fleſh and 
Blood, which has no Life in itſelf, ſhould fo 
draw the Spirit down to Earth, and have ſuch 
Power over the Soul, that a little Diſorder in 
the fluid or ſalid Parts of this Frame ſhould 
deſtroy the ſpiritual Operation of the incorporeal 
Wall and Intellect, as in Madneſs and other Diſ- 
_ eaſes: why a quicker Motion, as in a Fever, 
ſhould make a Bacon a Fool, or a Blow on the 
Head might overthrow the Piety and Penetra- 
| 1 tion 
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tion of a ſecond Boyle? Why is this Body calÞ 
end that of Sin and Death by St. Paul? and it 
is certainly our Grave, Chain of Darkneſs, the 
Curſe and the Partition Wall between God and 
our Spirits. Now the Holy Spirit never acts out 
of the one univerſal fire Element of Cbriſ's glo- 


rified Body: our celebrated Fack/on in that fine 


Part, where he treats of the ſpiritual Prieſthood 
of our Lord, obſerves that the Body of Chrift 
is the Bond of Union between us and the Deity : 
and indeed this is the only true Idea of Medi- 
ation. - To refer therefore the ſpiritual Body, the 
the Cloud of Glory altogether to the Day of a 
diſtant Reſurrection, as it is commonly taught, 
is a dead Weight upon the Goſpel, which is Chri/t 
coming into us in the Clouds of Heaven even now. 
Nay, this is one Cauſe among many other, why 
natural Religion is ſo much adherred to, as if 
Chriſtianity were not the rue Religion of Na- 
ture, and the Wiſdom of God. They are not 
indeed taught to conſider any Connection be- 
tween the Vater and Blood of Chrift, and the Re- 
demption by thoſe golden Means in a new /piri- 
tual Covering, as a Cauſe and an Effect neceſſa- 


rily arifing thence, juſt as ibis Body of Fleſh ſprings 


out of a Water, and is nouriſhed by the Blood of 
the unclean Woman, though like unto the animal 


Creation: To which Truths, however humbling, 
(as they were deſigned to be) the Law of Moſes 


bears the Finger and Record of God ; and it was. 
fo underſtood by the ancient Jews. - Let us then 
be aſſured, that no Water of Life, no Blood of 
Covering had been wanted to cloath our Naked- 


neſs, unleſs Adam, in his twofold Image and 


Powers had loſt that firſt Water and Blood of the

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two Holy Places in his Cherabical Body, wherein 
the Fires and Lights of his Male and Female 
Properties moved, and lived; and wherein he 
found the Might and Strength of the 7zwelve 
Wings of his coupled Cherub, Few indeed will 
bear the Thought of receiving the Spirit, and 
Mater, and Blood of Chriſt into them, to cover 
their Shame; they will have them for an out- 
ward Satisfaction to an offended Father, which 
ſhall be imputed and reckoned to them for the 
appeaſing of his Wrath, as if God was or could be 
pleaſed with any fuch Shedding; when the Goſpel 
15, that God, the Word, the Ancient of a Days 
in Daniel, has been ſhedding the Blood of the 
third Heavens, and the Water of the ſecond Hea- 
vens through Jeſus of Nazareth made one with 
Him from his Birth in Rev. xi. g. that we might 
receive the Covering of Glory in the ſecond Adam, who 
ſhould never fall Fom the Union of his irt Love 
to his God as Satan and Adam had both done be- 
fore, and brought great Miſery to themſelves 
and their Poſterity. Now what is there in be- 
lieving that Jeſus ſhed his Water and Blood from 
the Croſs at Jeruſalem ? Every Evidence from 
Hiſtory muſt make us believe it, if we will cre- 
dit any Records: But to believe, that this Wa- 
ter and Blood muſt be brought forth in us through 
a ſpiritual Croſs, and Death, and ftrong An- 
guiſhes, by Jeſus Chriſt, who juit as tenderly 
loves us, when he is preſſing his Male and Female 
Powers through our Fleſh of the Fall in great 
Pangs into us, as his Father loved him in the laſt 
Proceſs of his own Pangs in breaking open the 
' Principle of the Holy of Holies. To believe, Lg | 
2 FFC 
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. is an abſolute Neceſſity for a new Birth of 
this Water and Blood and Spirit in them, to waſh 
and ſanctify our unclean Natures; to lift us up 
into a new World; to give us a Fore-taſte, feel- 
ing and Delight in a ſpiritual Body; To believe, 
that to this great and glorious End much inward 
Tribulation and Anguiſn muſt be paſſed through; 
and a Life muſt be Jed under the-/ ſpiritual Death 
and Croſs of the Seed of God, even our Infant 
Cbriſt born out of the a one Head, as much bis 
Seed as Jacab was the Seed of Iſaac in the Types : 
To believe this Myſtery. and ſeek the Bleſſing of 
this Unction, and white Stone by drawing this one 
Hunger and Thirſt of the Soul inward ; this, 
this is the hard Thing, which our learned Men 
(fave a few choſen Witneſſes from among them) 
are fighting againſt with as much Zeal and Igno- 
tance, as the Lawyers, Scribes and Phariſces 
with Thalmudical Volumes of Comments of all 
| Kinds: wrote and ſpoke down the Spirit and Life 
of the Levitical Prieſthood, - Both theſe Sorts of 
Teachers and Expounders pleaſed and deluded 
the People, and eſtabliſhed a Religion fuired to 
their-itching Ears and carnal Hearts; and with 


ſuch Lies and Deceptions, . ſuch ſmooth, eaſy 


and plain Accounts of Things, they obtained 
great Credit, and Authority, much Wealth and 
Eaſe. On the other Hand, the myſtic Preachers, 
that is, every Prophet from Moſes to Malachi, 
the Openers and Unvailers of the Life and Spirit 
of the Lat have been without Honour, or 
Name, deſpiſed, afflicted, perſecuted; and as St. 
Paul deſcribes them, were reckoned as Dans ern 
um. of whom the 9 not worthy, 
Na caſting 


en Dieſes, p. 13. b Cor. vi. 8. 
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2 caſting out their Name as Evil. The 7 balmidifts, 
the Doctors of the outer Letter and Figure ſo 
ſunk and debaſed the Myſteries, the ſpiritual Senſe 
of all the 4aily Service on the two Altars of Braſs 
and Gold; one wy the purifying Fire, and 


the other the Cloud Glory, the ſpiritual. Body 


riſing on the Death and Aſhes of Fleſh, the N 


offering, the Man of Sin, the Beaſt. to be killed; 
with very grave Learning and Solemnity of 
Titles, they knew not the Maſſab, when he 
appeared; and our critical and philological 
Commentators have wrote away the Goſ- 
pel, the Word of Life giving a Seed of his own 
Eſence, which is the Firſt-born of Grace, the 
Image and Renovation of the Holy Spirit in us; 
and which will gradually unfold itſelf in the 
twelve wonderful Powers repreſented by the 
twelve Sons. O may God open the Eyes of their 
* unto” the Doctrines of Men, that they 


n the Eyes of the blind Chriſtians; 


| for when the wo Witneſſes of God, (whatever be 
ſignified by them) ſhall come out of Sackcloth af- 
ter 1260 Days, ſo many Years, we ſhall be as 
much aſhamed of our Boctrines, as we are juſtly 


offended at the more groſs, and impudeng Deli | 


ons of the Church of Rome. 
" Soon will the Tongues of Fire once more de- 
ſcend; foon will Fire, and Blood and Vapour of 


Smoal be rained ＋ 16 our Fleſh, and eat 


it up, for à Benjamin raven as a Wolf; in 


the Morning he ſhall devour the Prey, the Fleſh 


of our Curſe, and at Evening he ſhall Avid 
Soil, ſeparate the Evil from the Good.

In the ſpiritual Senſe, which St. Paul calls the 
. Myſtery, he tells us, that e no Man ſhould judge,

Chrift. The Apoſtle makes the New Moon a 
50 of Chriſt, and not a temporary Inſti- 
Xurion for the Jews, or a Bar againſt Idolatry, 
which the great Enemy to the on Senſe of 


the Law has learned to {peak from Maimonides in 


ſo many Places, who has ſtudied all Evaſions 
from the Arguments of Chriſtians, which were 
deduced from the La, as a complex Type and 
Shadow of ſpiritual Gifts and Riches — the 
Meſſiah.” But what in particular the ſeven Re- 
novations of the Moon prefigured, has been left 


undetermined. ' Ho/pinian cites Auſtin on the new 


Moons, ſayin ng, that they ſignified the Illumina- 
tion of the Holy Spirit: This appears true in 
general, though not illuſtrated or confirmed by 
dhe Baptiſm of the /ever/old Spirit of the Lord. 
For the Moon muſt fignify' the Bride to the Sun, 
the Head in the Throne of the” Heavens, and 
be made one with him. For the Fulneſs of God, 


Which St. Paul ſpeaks of, means the Union of

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it be a Rule among the Jewiſh Writers to a- 
 {cribe the Operation of every inferior Nature to 
the- Head-principle in the whole Perſon however 
compounded of many Powers; as if for Inſtances 
there were three Centres, Fountains of Fire one 
within the other, the Power of the three would 
be ultimately referred to the moſt: /pirizual, the 
inmoſt Cemre, work and influence at the lame 
Time. 

Now what I Cy faid, ſhall be FF into 4 
ſhort View. 1. The Feaſt of Trumpets on the 
ſeventh Month ſignifies the Bride of God, who 
is raiſed up in ſeven burning Spirits in every Per- 
fon of the Regeneration: This mighty Work is 
done by the univerſal Incubation of our Lord, 
who: has the double Image in himſelf. This Bride 
may be both Male and Female, as Adam was the 
Spouſe of God, and in a ſpiritual Senſe a Woman, 
becauſe all his Nature of Spirit and ſpiritual Body 
was intimately filled as the Temple of the 
Deity. - Thus the Jews in their Triad make 
Cbochmab and Binab, both Feminine to Ke- 
ther, the Head. And indeed in the Nature 
and Ground of Things it muſt be ſo, ſince the 
Male- Spirit, ſuppoſe his Eſſence to be Light, 
muſt cover and fill the Bride, the ſpiritual Body 
born out of it, his owsn Fleſb, which he cannot 
hate, nor be without. But this Male and Fe- 
male may be exalted into another above, and be- 
come one with them, bleſſed in their Union and 
Eu race; as in Nature one Light may be drowned 
in another, yet nor loſt, or injured: Thus Ja-

: Ruach. This ſecond Change is the 2 Glory to 


_ Glory of St. Paul, and is the inmoſt Sanctuary 
called the Throne, in the Holy of Holies, where 
the Faces of the Father are ſeen. 

Adly, The ſeventh new Month muſt be conki- 
dered as a Meaſure of Time for the whole Proceſs 
of the ſecret Regeneration in our Lord Jeſus; as 


© the works through all Nature and Creature in this 
fallen World. This Meaſure of Time has been 


ſbewn in the inner Senſe of the Trumpets, that 
is, of Jubilees, (the fulleſt Bleſſing figured by 
theſe Inftruments) to contain ſix thouſand Years, 
before all the Firſt- born and Firſt-fruits ſhall be 
offered up together into the perpetual Fire, A cen. 
and a Saver of Reſt unto the Lord. 
As under the Redemption of the firft-born, and 
the Acceptation of the firſt-fruits, there is a Pro- 
miſe of a Bleſſing to the other Children, and of 
the whole Lump being to be made Holy; for all 
muſt be ranſomed from the ſecond Death, as well 
as the firſt, that it may be ftrialy true, that as 
in b Adam all died, fo in Chrit ſhall all be made 
alive; but every Man in his own Order. This 
univerſal Reftitution of all Things has ſeven Pro- 
ceſſes, which will prave ſo either in Time or dif- 
ferent Manſions of Glory, as they have been ex- 
plained by the Jubilee and Century. The Jews

Whoever do not ſee the 2 World in the Gold and 
Silver, precious Stones, Linen, Purple, Scar- 


let, Ivory, moſt precious Woods, Braſs, Iron, 


Marble, Cinnamon, Odours, Ointments, Frank- 


incenſe, Wine, Oil, fine Flour, Wheat, Beaſts, 


: Sheep, Horſes, Chariots, Slaves, and Bodies 


of Men: whoever ſee not here the Heart of 
an gone from God into the outer King- 


dom, and all the Labour and Toil, and Care, 


which the Deſires after theſe Things fill his re- 
volted Will with, and load him as a Slave to 
his Fleſh, the Luſt of his Eyes, and the Pride of 
Life; ſuch blind Perſons cannot be perſuaded 
by a Volume. And though it be a melancholy 
Truth, that almoſt every Mouth flatters his Age, 
as favoured of God, it is moſt evident, no Na- 
tions under the Sun, more deſpiſe God, inſult his 
Name, and revile his Providence, than the King- 


doms, who profeſs the Religion of his beloved 


Son. And if Succeſs be any Mark of his Fa- 


vour, let it ſtand ſuch in all Caſes; and if 


in a religious Cauſe, let Mabomet put his Foot 
on Teſus Chriſt; let his cruel Sword in his 
Hand, prevail over the Sword coming out of 
the holy Mouth of the bleſſed and Bleſſing Meſ- +
